Where will patrons of the 
planned community center 
at Center School park? This 
was the topic of $ March 29 
worksession between the 
Greenbelt City Council, Kim 
Paniati of Greenman Peder¬ 
son, Inc. (GPI) and city staff 
members. The city has hired 
GPI to do the design and en¬ 
gineering work for the park¬ 
ing lots. 

GPI will now prepare specific 
proposals and options for coun¬ 
cils approval. The purpose of 
the work session was to give 
Paniati some guidelines for its 
work. 

Greenbelt's Director of Plan¬ 
ning and Community Develop¬ 
ment Celia Wilson and Paniati, 
GPFs project manager, estimate 
that approximately 150-160 
spaces are needed to accommo¬ 
date the planned uses for the 
community center and the li¬ 
brary. While this is considerably 
more than the 94 spaces current¬ 
ly available in the library and 
school parking lots, it is well 
below the 335 spaces required 
by county zoning ordinances. 

The purpose of the work ses¬ 
sion was to give the council 
members an opportunity to give 
the staff and GPI some direction 
regarding the lot design. In a 
quick review of the site, Pa¬ 
niati was able to show where

Just over a dozen people 
attended the demonstration 
on composting last Saturday 
at Buddy Attick Park, but 
the cold wind and clouds did 
not stop Tracy Vincent, 
Greenbelt’s Recycling Co-or¬ 
dinator, nor Dave Helmecki, 
Prince Georges County Co¬ 
ordinator, from teaching 
those present about the pro¬ 
cess of composting and how 
to build a composting bin 
out of five wooden pallets. 

Also present to help were two 
members of the Greenbelt Re¬ 
cycling Committee, Susan Zuk 
and Maryalice Locke. 

The process of composting is 
“not a rocket science; it's more 
like beef stew." said Helmecki. 
In explaining the advantages of 
composting, he stressed three 
key areas. First, it saves the 
environment by not filling up 
local landfills. Second., it re¬ 
turns the nutrients back into he 
earth and third, it is relatively 
inexpensive to the individual do¬ 
ing the work. 

With the Sandy Hill landfill 
rapidly filling with waste from 


40 additional spaces could be 
created. However, she admitted 
that the plan made inefficient 
use of space and called it “10 
minutes" worth of work. 

Save the Trees 

Some of council's comments 
were straightforward directives: 
preserve the green space be¬ 
tween the school and Crescent 
Road and preserve all mature, 
healthy trees in the area. Bill 
Stratton, an architect and chair 
of the Community Center Task 
Force, argued that the mandate 
to preserve all trees could be 
counterproductive, forcing the 
paving of a larger area because 
of inefficient use of space and 
poor circulation. 

To improve circulation, coun¬ 
cil discussed various ways to 
connect the library lot wit 1 ; the 
Youth Center lot and possibly 
with other lots in Roosevelt 
Center. The impediments to such 
a plan include the grade differ¬ 
ences between the library, school, 
youth center and Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter, and the desire to save all 
mature trees. 

The council members also 
wanted to separate pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic where pos¬ 
sible and were very interested 
in whether connecting the li¬ 
brary and youth center lots 
would make it possible to convert 
the access road to a pedestrian 
route only. 

Currently it can be difficult 
for motorists exiting the library 


Prince Georges County, it has 
become increasingly important 
for residents to compost in their 
own back yards. According to 
Gregg Sekscienski, assistant edi¬ 
tor of the EPA Journal, nearly 
18 percent of the solid waste 
stream is yard waste — grass 
clippings, leaves and tree trim¬ 
mings. During the peak months 
in the summer and fall, this yard 
waste can amount to between 25 
and 50 percent of the solid 
waste stream in landfills. With 
more than 2000 single family 
homes in Greenbelt, which have 
plenty of yard material for peo¬ 
ple to work with, composting in 
their cwn back yards would re¬ 
duce the amount of yard ma¬ 
terial taken to the local land¬ 
fill, Vincent said. “This is a 
way for each individual to make 
* serious dent (in saving the 
environment)," said Helmecki. 

Composing helps improve soil 
quality by increasing water re¬ 
tention, drainage and aeration. 
It also helps grow plants which 
are healthier, as well as more 
resistant to pests and disease- 
The reduction of chemical addi¬ 
tives that may pollute Greenbelt 
Lake is a big plus said Hel¬ 
mecki. He added that there is no 


lot to see oncoming traffic on 
Crescent Road. The council 
members were concerned that the 
community center traffic would 
worsen the traffic conflicts and 
directed that ways to improve 
the safety of the intersection be 
included in the plan. 

Structured Parking? 

There was a brief discussion 
of constructing a structured 
parking facility behind the 
school. While Stratton noted that 
it is a perfect location, given the 
grade of the land. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld pointed out that the 
city lacks adequate funds for 
the planned building renovations, 
let alone an expensive parking 
facility. 

Sheldon Goldberg of Windsor 
Green noted that many in Green¬ 
belt East voted to house the 
community center at Center 
School. He was concerned that 
Paniati's initial work only cre¬ 
ated 40 spaces. This was “by no 
means" enough to accommodate 
those who must drive, he said. 

Shuttle Buses? 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram urged consideration of 
providing center patrons with 
alternate means of transporta¬ 
tion, such as small buses, con¬ 
tinually running. Weidenfeld not¬ 
ed the high cost of this option, 
as well. However, council mem¬ 
ber Rodney Roberts supported 
Bram, saying that they must 
realize that Roosevelt Center is 
a limited area and can only 


need to use commercial lawn 
products, which have a tenden¬ 
cy to wash into Greenbelt Lake 
during rains and accelerate al¬ 
gae growth, causing problems 
for the city. 

Composting saves money be¬ 
cause there is no need to buy 
expensive chemical products, soil 
conditioners and fertilizers in 
large quantities, if at all. The 
cost to the city is reduced be¬ 
cause removing waste material 
and taking it to the landfill 
costs $72 per ton, whereas trans¬ 
porting composted material costs 
$10.00 per ton. 

In order to begin composting 
in your own back yard, Hel¬ 
mecki and Vincent recommend 
following these easy steps: Ob¬ 
tain five wooden pallets from 
Heehinger’s or Toys R Us 
(free). Connect two of the pal¬ 
lets together with string by ty¬ 
ing them end to end. Avoid splin¬ 
tered pallets, said Helmecki. so 
as not to produce injury. Tie a 
third pallet on its side between 
the two pallets at a 90 degree 
angle. Then attach the fourth 
and fifth pallets to either end, 
also on their sides at 90 degree 
angles to form a box consisting 
of two bins. Add leaves (shred- 


put in so much parking without 
ruining it.

ded), grass and small brush 
trimmings to one side of the bin. 
You will know when it is work¬ 
ing if it “feels warm," said Hel¬ 
mecki. 

At this point, transfer the 
compost to the second bin and 
begin again. The humus which is 
created by decomposing grass 
material will reach tempera¬ 
tures of up to 135 degrees. As 
a finished product, the humus 
should be 50 percent moisture- 
Helmecki indicated that you 
should be able to squeeze the 
humus and form a ball, but no 
water should drip from the ma¬ 
terial. Mix this with your soil 
before planting. 

Grasscycling 

One other important aspect to 
composting is called grasscycl¬ 
ing. Vincent and Helmecki ex¬ 
plained this as the process of 
allowing your grass clippings to 
remain on your lawn. If the 
grass is cut one inch or less, this 
should result in an even layer 
of grass on the lawn. This will 
not result in thatching, or a 
heavy layer of grass which may 
kill your lawn. “Whatever you 
do. don't bag your grass," said 
Helmecki. for this only ends up 
in a landfill. The grass clippings 
will actually help your lawn by 
reducing water evaporation, re¬ 
ducing lawn wear by creating a 
cushioning layer and facilitating 
growth by keeping the soil tem¬ 
perature cooler. 

Some of the products availa¬ 
ble on the market for compost¬ 
ing and g« asscycling were ad¬ 
vertised at the demonstration 
and are available in area stores. 


MARC OFFERS TRAIN

The Greenbelt MARC Commu¬ 
ter Rail Station is open. From 
now until early May, service will 
only operate to and from Oriole 
Park at Camden Yards in Balti¬ 
more for Oriole home games. 
Thirty-five baseball enthusiasts 
boarded the train on April 5 to 
attend the opening day festivi¬ 
ties. 

When the station opens offi¬ 
cially in early May, MARC 
trains will make regular daily 
commuter stops between the 
Camden Yards Station and Un¬ 
ion Station in Washington D.C- 
Tickets will be sold at the sta¬ 
tion or on the train. 

The MARC Station consists of 
two open platforms covered by 
a canopy. A tunnel connects the 
station to the Metro Station 
which is expected to open on 
December 11. 

To reach the 464-car tempor¬ 
ary rail station parking lot, traf¬ 
fic should use the two lane access 
road off Cherrywood Lane next 
to the Beltway overpass. Traffic 
coming from Kenilworth Ave- 
(Edmonston Rd.) would take 
Cherrywood Lane over the Belt- 
way and turn right onto the ac¬ 
cess road; traffic coming from 
Greenbelt Road on Cherrywood 
Lane would turn left onto the 
access road. Directional signs 
have been erected at key inter¬ 
sections for the station. 

When Metro completes con¬ 
struction of an expanded park¬ 
ing lot for 3,287 cars, a special 
area will be designated for MA¬ 
RC riders.

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City Notes 

During the week ending April 
2, city public works crews were 
busy preparing for spring activ¬ 
ities and repairing damage from 
past storms. Fallen trees from 
the snow storm were cut into 
sections and removed. Storm 
damaged shrubs at the Spring- 
hill Lake Recreation Center and 
the Youth Center were either 
cut back or removed. Debris was 
cleared from storm drains and 
silt and stones washed down on 
to Ridge Road at Ivy Lane were 
removed.

GHI Debates Newsletter’s Future, 
Picks Theater for Annual Meeting

The future of the news¬ 
letter was a topic of debate 
at the March 25 meeting of 
the Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI). An ad hoc committee 
had been established to re¬ 
view the issue relating to 
the newsletter. It presented 
the board with its recom¬ 
mendations plus a minority 
report. 

The committee was asked to 
review the following aspects of 
the newsletter: content, sources 
of articles or writers, production, 
distribution and frequency of is¬ 
suance. In addition, the commit¬ 
tee suggested a mission state¬ 
ment for the newsletter. 

The suggested mission state¬ 
ment states that the purpose of 
the newsletter is to provide 
timely communication from the 
board and management to the 
members concerning the corpora¬ 
tion's activities. 

The commitee recommended 
that GHI publish monthly, or, at 
worst, quarterly. 

A number of items were listed 
for content—such as financial 
reports, committee reports, help¬ 
ful hints, board meeting high¬ 
lights, election information and 
results and calendar of events* 
A note in the report said that 
the committee debated letters 
to the editor at length. They de¬ 
termined that since it is diffi¬ 
cult to control the content no 
copy of this type should be in¬ 
cluded. However, letters received 
by management of interest to 
other members could be an¬ 
swered in the newsletter. 

The committee said that most 
of the content would come from 
the GHI staff with some ar¬ 
ticles written by member volun¬ 
teers, If the newsletter became 
a revenue producer, the commit¬ 
tee suggested, it may be possible 
to pay writers $10-$50 depend¬ 
ing on the length of the article. 

To oversee the newsletter, the 
committee recommends estab¬ 
lishing a permanent committee 
made up of no more than two 
board members and four to five 
members. The board members 
would have final approval for 
each issue. 

The committee suggests that 
the newsletter have an annual 
budget including money for staff 
time to produce the newsletter, 
printing, distribution and the 
development of a media kit to 
encourage local businesses to ad¬ 
vertise in the newsletter. The 
report estimates that a four page 
newsletter with no photos would 
cost $462 per issue, or $5,544 for 
12 issues or $3 per member per

year. Photos would cost $10-$15 
each. 

The committee felt that the 
current distribution system us¬ 
ing youngsters to hand deliver 
the newsletter was efficient. 

Members of the committee 
were Kevin Siegel, Nat Shinder- 
man, Barbara Stevens and Kathy 
Weber. Don Comis served as 
liaison with the board'. 

Minority Report 

The minority report, by Ste¬ 
vens and Weber, states a fun¬ 
damental disagreement over who 
controls the content of the news¬ 
letter. Their report wants sig¬ 
nificantly less board and staff 
control of content, inclusion of 
letters to the editor and to have 
most content come from the 
members not the staff. 

The minority report states 
“the single greatest weakness of 
the current newsletter" is that 
“it places too much emphasis on 
control by the board and man¬ 
agement at the expense of the 
membership." In specific exam¬ 
ples the report asks for inclus¬ 
ion of letters to the editor, “often 
the liveliest parts of a news¬ 
letter," more content from 
members than staff, and final 
decisions to be made by the 
entire newsletter committee- 

Kevin Siegel, representing the 
majority on the review commit¬ 
tee, pointed out that the report 
just makes suggestions for the 
board to consider. The board is 
not bound by their recommenda¬ 
tions. 

Barbara Stevens spoke for the 
minority report. “We appreciate 
the immense amount of work 
done on the report. We think it 
should be a newsletter for the 
membership with the point of 
view of the membership in mind, 
a newsletter for it, not to it." 

Board president Freas asked. 
“From members to members?" 
Stevens replied, “Yes.” 

Member Walter Morse said “I 
would prefer to leave (decisions) 
to two designated board mem¬ 
bers, and then we’ll know who 
to blame. Letters and differeng 
viewpoints, yes; but there should 
be a real effort to have repre- 
sentative views. The organization

is more democratic if the mem¬ 
bers are informed, concerned and 
involved." 

Board member Carole Levin 
proposed a staff person be on 
the committee. “The newsletter 
is a tremendous task. Perhaps 
members should be elected and 
paid for their time." 

Board member Margaret Ho- 
gensen replied, “The members 
already have an outlet for their 
views in the Greenbelt News 
Review. We must be careful to 
separate factual information 
from any letters to the editor.” 

Board member Wayne Williams 
cautioned against letters to the 
editor. “People don't question 
the newsletter. It’s not opinion. 
I don’t want GHI to have to 
defend letters from members, 
that can get expensive." 

Board member Don Comis took 
exception to the idea there are 
no errors in the newsletter. He 
proposed a newsletter commit¬ 
tee made up of non-staff mem¬ 
bers and not more than two 
board members. 

Board member Chuck Hess saw 
no problem with taking small 
amounts of revenue through ad¬ 
vertising, but not enough to pay 
for publication. “The main pur¬ 
pose of the newsletter," he said, 
“is to get information into 
members’ hands. That is a n im¬ 
portant task." He said he would 
like to see some letters, but 
carefully segregated from the 
rest of the newsletter. Hess 
concluded, “I’d like to see the 
committee not limited to non¬ 
staff members. I expect it to be 
primarily produced by staff.” 

“Are you asking to modify 


Don’s motion?” Freas cut in. 
Comis agreed to amend his mo¬ 
tion to add two staff members 
to the committee. 

Morse said “I think just la¬ 
beling (letters as) ‘opinion* 
would do the job. I’d like to see 
a ‘pro and con’ column so that 
one viewpoint doesn’t dominate." 
Letters should be limited to 
space available. “There should 
be an ‘editor’s note’ responding 
to some letters. I feel strongly 
that it would be worth experi¬ 
menting with," added Morse. 

Levin suggested establishing a 
committee at the next meeting. 
Comis approved the change. The 
motion was approved on a five 
to zero vote with four absten¬ 


tions. 

Annual Meeting Location 
The board turned its attention 
to designation of the site for 
the annual meeting, scheduled 
for May 19. A comparison of 
costs and capacity of the Center 
School and the Greenbelt The¬ 
ater was given in the manager’s 
memorandum, along with a dis¬ 
cussion of locations for voting 
after the meeting. 

Comis’ motion that the theater 
be used again was seconded by 
many. Director John Mongelli, 
who opposed the motion, said 
“I’ve always enjoyed meeting at 
Center School. We’d save $275. 
I like it” Other supporters of

Deitch, who said the lighting 
needed improvement at the the¬ 
ater.

He didn’t know the meet¬ 
ing wasn’t over. 

Sign Request 

The Drs. McCarl, members at 
28 Ridge Road, requested per¬ 
mission to erect a directional 
sign at the intersection of South¬ 
way a^id Ridge Road. They said 
their patients are often unable 
to find the dental office and 


end up in the Center. A sign 
identical to the one in the yard 
of 28 Ridge Road was proposed 
for the outside wall of the ren¬ 
tal garages at 17 Ridge Road, 
with costs to be paid for by 
the McCarls. 

Freas said that this would set 
a precedent that might be de¬ 
sired by other businesses. 

Ed James, Audit Committee 
member, noted, “This looks like 
advertising.” 

Board member Keith Jahoda 
moved to place a 24-inch by 72- 
inch sign on the wall of the 
g a r a g e. Hogensen countered, 
“Just telling people to turn right 
at the first stop sign should 
be sufficient.” 

When the vote was taken, only 
Jahoda voted in favor of the 
motion. 

Siding on Shingle Homes 

The GHI staff has, written to 
owners of block and shingle 
homes, offering them one-inch 
insulation and vinyl siding at 
their expense. Approximately 15 
interested members responded. 
After discussions with contrac¬ 
tors, staff has determined that 
it is possible to cut siding clean¬ 
ly at the wall between two units, 
eliminating the requirement that 
“both units be sided.” 

Hess suggested that the pro¬ 
ject be referred to the Archi¬ 
tecture and Environment Com¬ 
mittee for its recommendation. 
“If we do this on a single unit, 
we should require adjacent mem¬ 
ber’s approval,” he said. 

Hogensen moved to permit sid¬ 
ing on single units, saying, “It’s 
attractive if there are differ¬ 
ences.” 

Williams moved to table the 
motion “until the A & E Com¬ 
mittee and management can have 
a look at it.” Mongelli seconded. 
The board agreed, seven to two.

slight surplus, primarily due to 
improved cost controls. 

Sinner’s comments on items 
that were noticeably above or 
below the budget included: Fee 
for service sends out a lot of 
proposals but fewer are accept¬ 
ed than in the past, due to the 
economy. Contractprocessing in¬ 
come is down due to the 
fact that only 84 units were sold 
this year. Taxes were $43,000 
more than budgeted, insurance 
was under, due to consolidation 
of insurance companies. 

A new accounting ruling re¬ 
quires that members’ units be 
depreciated on the corporation’s 
financial report. Transfers from 
reserves were made by the board 
for the costs of an appraisal, an 
environmental study, and an en¬ 
gineering study. Transfers were 
also made for roof replacement 
on the frame and Lrger homed. 

Two other changes in account¬ 
ing rules mean that the profit 
or loss from operating the 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion’s apartments on Parkway 
must be included in GHI’s finan¬ 
cial statement. This year’s prof¬ 
it from GDC was $35,400. De¬ 
preciation will start next year 
on equipment purchased in the 
second half of this fiscal year. 

New Tables? 

Hess asked about new board- 
room tables. General Manager 
Ron Colton pointed to the cur¬ 
rent board table and said that 
they were trying to “salvage 
this piece and make it portable.” 
Hess asked that it be expedited. 

“What you have here,” com¬ 
mented Jay Freedman, “is per¬ 
fectly fitted for those nine 
chairs and their arrangement.” 

Morse inquired what was 
wrong with the current table. 
Colton replied that “when we 
have receptions and other func¬ 
tions in here, we can’t move it 
out.” Replacing the five tables 
in the room might cost as much 
as $5,000. 

“Could we consider pushing 
a bylaws change to reduce the 
board to five?” asked Ed James.

The April 22 board meeting 
was rescheduled to Tuesday, 
April 20, as many board mem¬ 
bers expect to attend the Co-op 
Bank Annual Meeting and will 
be out of town on April 22.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again ! ! ! 

Among the various clutch type transaxles being produced today, 
one type is the clutch cable controlled system. This type clutch 
system incorporates <a cable that works the clutch, in essence it 
connects your foot with the transaxle so you can shift the trans- 
axlo in and out of gear smoothly. One common problem with this 
type of application is the battery ground system. If you lose 
the ground between your vehicle's body and engine block, electri¬ 
city will follow the easiest path to ground by any way it can. 
Nine times out of ten it will try to go through the clutch cable. 
The problem is this: the cable is a metal twine encased in a plastic 
housing not designed to flow electricity, thus allowing a good 
electric connection. When the voltage forces its way through, it 
melts the inner housing, making the clutch very stiff to operate, 
similar to doing leg presses. Wi.h this in mind, it's very im¬ 
portant to make sure the battery cables are good and clean, and 
not in poor condition. This is one of the “I told you so” types of 
repair. In addition, some automatic transmissions utilizing a 
shift cable could encounter the same type problem. It’s hard to 
imagine that this would happen, but it actually does. It's never 
ending. You have to be on your toes at all times or the alligator 
will sneak up and bite you right on your kazoo!
